On March 13 l , 2015 at approximately 0945 hours, my partner (Officer Ma #40368) and I (Officer 
Kwon #38747) were working full uniform patrol in a marked black & white police vehicle. We were 
assigned 14Z24-W2 in Pacific Division 

We were providing security to the Department of Public Works, Bureau of Sanitation clean-up crew that 
were cleaning the Venice Beach boardwalk. The clean-up crew is made up of (2) Environmental 
Compliance Inspectors (later identified as Viet 1 Officer Barriga #2538, the driver, and Viet 2 Officer 
Wong #2536, passenger), who have peace officer status under 830.7 PC, as the lead vehicle, followed 
by several sweepers and pressure washers. Ourselves and the crew started the clean-up from Ocean 
Front Walk & Navy St and moved south bound. The clean-up crew would tape off an area, advise 
people to remove their belongings, clean the area, and move onto the next section. 

Throughout the day, beginning from approximately 0630 hrs, there was a man (later identified as Susp 
that interrupted and delayed the clean-up process by entering the clean-up zone and 
verbally protest that what they were doing was illegal. Officers verbally warned Susp to stop delaying 
their clean-up process or he could be subjected to arrest. Susp did eventually comply and moved away 
each time he was warned. 

My partner and I drove up onto the grass hill on Ocean Front Walk & Florizon Av to survey the area. 
When we go up on the hill and looked down, we observed Susp lying on the front of Victs’ vehicle, 
blocking its path. We walked over to Susp to investigate.

In vestieation: 

I spoke to Susp and told him that he could not block the convoy’s path. Susp stated this was his way of 
protesting the city’s mistreatment of homeless people. I told Susp that the crew was simply doing their 
jobs and if he wanted to effect a change, he needed to talk to the city council. Susp then stated he had 
made numerous attempts to speak to Councilman Bonin without success. Susp stated he would not 
move and would stay limp. If we had to arrest him, we would need to drag him to the police station. I 
advised Viet 2 of the situation and requested a supervisor to our location. 14L30 (Sgt Marquez #26670) 
responded and was enroute. 

While 14L30 was enroute, there was a separate incident that required our attention. When we were able 
to re-direct our attention to the Susp, approximately 40 minutes had passed. There were (2) Venice 
Beach Detail supervisors at scene now (14FB10 Lt Lopez #30058 and 14FB40 Sgt Cook #36258) and I 
advised them of the situation. Susp was still laying in front Victs’ vehicle and the clean-up had come to 
a stop. Lt Lopez attempted to persuade Susp to get up and move out of the way of the clean-up crew 
with negative results. Viet 2 then advised us they would be willing to back up and go around the Susp. 
Viet 1 and 2 got into their vehicle and backed up approximately three feet, when Susp got up and 
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jumped onto the hood of their vehicle. They stopped and got out of their vehicle. I advised Susp that he 
was going to be arrested for his continuous interference and he stated he was not going to get off the 
car. Susp stated he would stay limp and we would have to drag him off of the hood. 

Officers were able to bring Susp down from Victs’ vehicle and place him into our police vehicle without 
incident.
